Aside from these there are 
many other in-erestmg experi- 
ments, like alteriu.te tapping.

Physical Ed- 
ucators have the- repiilntion of 
straight speaking. Tenth, bicause 
physical educators work with 
youth as a manner of life now.

According to the report more thas 80,000 
persons are rather definitely and taitteatdy af- 
fected annually by the inatitotioB. Adraotagea 
and opportunities of the institution penetrate 
into each of the 67 counties in the state. 

Figu.-es which were used in estimating the 
grand total include various groups th.Tl arc 
eonneeled wilh the university. The enrollment 
for this school year is recorded as 2.324. lu 
the eight weeks of the summer session, which 
is coeducalional. Inst year there were 1.480* 
students. I 'lie ImnJred and fifty radio enp- 
necrs attended the radio short course given on 
the University ciiniims. The General Exten- 
sion division boasts of a registration for this 
year of 5,030 students. in each of the 

67 eoimties are listed among the 2,473 who 
arc taking correspondence work and 2,552 per- 
sons are enrolled in town extension classes 
which arc regularly held in the larger cities 
of Florida by the Ciener;t! E.\t' iision division. 

Approximately 27.00^1 farmers are ser\'ed in 
one way or nnoihcr liy the agents of the state, 
each of whom has rank of assistant professor 
of the I'niversity of Florida. There have been 
approximately 3,000 boys enrolled in 4-H club 
work cnudticted by county agents and the 
stale boys' club agents during the year. -• 

"A total of 10,280 mral girls have been en- 
rolled in 4-H clubs eondncted by the county 
demonstration agents. Home demonstration 
work is a part of the agrienltonl axtension 
work with beadqtiartert at the Uoiveraity of 
Florida," the report states. 

hardening, poultry-, sewing, home improvc- 
metits, food, nuition and health are taught the 
girls in tlie 4-H dubs. In conclusion the re- 
port points out that home demonstration 
agents render during the year service to ap- 
proximately .3if.',iH) women.

PACIFIST URGES 
DISARMAMENT AS 
^LMEKICAIf POLICY 

Buffalo, N. Y^fUBPAl— "War 
is inevltaHa in thU pnssnt world 
if tlie United States. In refusing 
to disarm because of bar twenty- 
four bUlion dollars Inveated 
abroad, prevcnu the other na- 
tions, afraid ot the most powerful 
nation, to disarm." declared Paul 
Harris, jr.. associate secretary of 
the National t^uncil for the Pre- 
vention of War. In an address be- 
ton the IntercoDeglatc conference 
of students at Buffalo State Tea- 
(tera College last week. 

"War cannot be stopped by 
sentiment, by the Kellog Treaty, 
or by supplication. The War De- 
partment says that war Is mevit- 
aUe— if that Is true we may as 
well prepare to die as rats from 
tbe deadly effects ot modem 
warfare." said Mr. Harris In 
answer to tbe ooesUon. "Is war 
Inevitable?" 

He traced the numerous 'hot 
spots" In the world clUnc such 
eiamples as the Central Euro- 
pean one. where Bfussolini hopes 
to obtam a revisionist treaty with 
Russia. Austria. Hungary, and 
Germanj' and then close in on 
Poland. "There are challenciDg 
Situations for which there are 
two theoretical soiiMons: In time 
of peace, prepare fm war: or in 
tiiM of peaee, prewre for peace."

FLORIDA STATE COLLEGE 
ESTABLISHED IN 1905 

On every hand members of the class of 
1935 have been receiving a word of weloome 
to the Florida State CoUege for Won^. 
M-mbers of the staff of the Flambeau, offi- 
cial weekly student publication, hasten ;o 
add thdr word of welcome to the Freshmen 
and hope that this, and preceding issues of j 
the paper, wiU help the new students to bo- 
come better acquainted with the college, it.-j , 
activities, traditions and customs. 

The Florida State Oillcgc for Women and 
the University of Flomia at Gainesville 
were established in 190.0 by an act pas.s«d 
by tlie legislature. Tlie bill discontinued the 
then e-v.isting state institutions, which num- 
bered six. and provided for the estaMiah- 
ment of a university for the education of 
men. known as the University of Florida, 
and the other for women, Imown aa the 
"Florida female college. " In 1906 Uie name 
dianged to FIcrida State Cofiace fbr 
Wonaen. 

•na ennOment Cor the "norida female 
coUege" m 1906 was 204 indents. The fac- 
ulty at that time numbered 19 members. 
Since that time the enroUroent ha.s shown 
an increase each year. In the faU ot 1930 
tlie CBNttment readied 1787. This year the 
faculty includes 155 mranbers. 

In 1906 there were onlv a lew buUdinga on 
campus: these included East Hall. West Hall 
and the old administration building. At the 
opening of the twenty-seventh session, the 
coUege owns more than three hundred acres 
of Iimd. Sutty acres of this area is in use 
tar the campus proper. On the campus is 
found the Administration building, which 
was erected in WW. the Education. Histoo'. 
and Science buildmffs. the Demonstration 
school, the libr.irv. five dormitories, the 
Ph\-sical Education building, the beatiy 
plant, the Home Management bonSe, tae 
dining room, and the infirmary.

Compulsory c]?ak attendance and close faculty 
supervision have been aljoliahed tinder the 
systeui iuaupnrated by President Eobcrt Hay- 
nard Hutchms who maintains that the institu- 
tion only furnishes the means to obtain an edu- 
catioQ and the students may "take it or 
leave it." 

The laboralorios. library, lecture courses, 
teachers, and other resources of the university 
will be at the disposal of all students. The re- 
sponsibility of getting a college education will 
rest upon the shoulders of the indvidnal. It a 
student feels that he can do better by absent- 
ing himaelf from eiaat, studying at hoae, or 
going fishing, it will be his privilege. 

The thir^-two year old pr e s id M t of the Uni- 
.versity of Oiieago believes, aeeording to re- 
cent newspaper articles, that if young people 
are provided with all the materials necessary 
and put on their own tii'\v will learn t-' think 
for themselves.

' Build New House and Buy 
More Water Front On 
Lake Bradford 

The coUege camp, for many 
yeats tlie playsround at tbe col- 
i lege (irl. >s now In tbe throes of 
I reconstruction. Many changes 
and improienisnts are being ef- 
feet«L 

A new house is ttltxg planned, 
which when oompletad. will be an 
exact duplicate of the present Im- 
proved camp house. This new 
building will be situated 250 feet 
northeast of the present house and 
half way between it and the new 
cottage of the superintendent. The 
constmoUoD of thte house, expect- 
ed to OOBt approximately — 
is being cMTled on by the 
rarpenter crew lod foraes, 
II D. HendenhaU. nUdent 
neer. as deslxner. 

This new camp house, 
built because of the increadng en- 
thusiasm of the college students 
(or week-ends of outdoor life and 
the consequent lack of space for 
this Increase. Is being designed to 
arcommodate Ihlrty-slx girls reg- 
uiarlv. and on crowding, a total of 
fifty-two can find room for their 
cots on the spacious second story 
0' this house. 

There Is to be. as In the other 
lodge, an assembly room on the 
ground floor, only this one will 
b<? two feet wider. The upstairs 
sleeping porch will be Bcrccned on 
three sides Instead of two. Rooms 
lor chaperones are going to be 
boilt In each of the two house: 
vhlxii will be large enouth for 
tu'O cots and a few other .small 
pieces of fumitore. Tht^x rooms 
will enable professors and their 
wives to act as chapcrones, which 
hitherto ha.s not been possible. 
j£ore adequate sanitary arrange- 
ments aUl be coostrueted at a 
later date in both of the buildings. 
The extremely dangerous loading 
platform that is at present on tbe 
old camp house will be eliminated 
and a safer one will be devised. 

A hundred and lirty feet away 
from the new amp and 400 feet 
aviay from the present one Is the 
superintender.fs npw cottage. 
Tliouch nuich :mprovf'd. freshly 
pr.lntpd. and pretty, i'. is a great 
deal lute the old om in appear- 
ances. 

Hie superintendent's old cot- 
tage, now Tacatcd. is going to be 
remodeled into a camp house for 
the faculty i i nil i wa and ttielr 

guests. 

A treat deal more acreage has 
been added to the camp grounds 
in the last year. The fence sur- 
roimdlng it runs from the Uyely 
property on tbe east to 300 fert 
south of the present gate, and 
westward 500 feet beyond the 
present west line. This in all 
takes in about UOO feet ol lake 
front. This larirer enslo.iurc In- 
clndr-^ a rrfa" r,u:\:L':;y of beautl- 
fi;ily woodfd lai.d ■.'-i:K-h uil! be 
cleared and dcvfioijod into a sort 
of woodland park when the oUux 
mon necessary imyrovements 
have been completed.

THOMAS A. EDISON WAS 
APOSTLE OF HARD WORK 

Students at the Florida State College for 
Women join the world this week 
the death o£ Thomas A. Edison. 

Thomas A. Edison. has been a winter 
resident ol! Florida ior nearly iialf a century, 
was :i LT. at ie!!iu.<. He lias 1328 patents reg- 
istered at Washington, making him the most 
prolific inventor of hia time. He was lore- 
most not only in the nmnber of his inventions 
but in the pareentaga aC aaatd de- 
vices v^eh h* has to his andiL When a 
young man he invented an electrical vote re- 
cording machine which he endeavored to have 
Uassachnsctts offeials adopt. Beeaus" Hiis 
machine wmiM -.vurk and would prevent 
bnstering it w iS iej< e;,.,l. Alter this experi- 
ence Edison .'iiinptfd tlie pl.ni of never working 
upon anything unless he was satisfied beyond 
a doubt that it would be nsefid & the field 
for which it was intended. 

Many of the invaitions which are the result 
of the tireless efforts of Edison's brains and 
handa have done nrach to make the life of the 
college student and of all mankind easier and 
more enjoyable. This year marks the fiftieth 
anniversary of the invenlion of the incande.-i- 
cent lamp, which is con.sidered one of his mo.st 
important inventions. College students who 
are privileged to use electric lights rather than 
gas and oil lamps tidueh were eemmoaily used 
before this iavention, cannot hdp bat exprepe 
a deep gratitude to the memory of Thnm.is 
Edison. Among the lottg list of inven<io!:s 
which are credited to Edison either wholly ori 
in part arc included the phonograph, the mo- 
tion picture, the carbon telephone transmitter, 
the alkaline storage battery, the mimeograph, 
the microphone and the "electric valve" es- 
sential in wireless transmission. 

Although there is much to be said in praise 
of Edison as a great genias, then is a greater 
benefit to be derived in the pmnianee of the 
thought that Edison was a disciple and apostl 
of hard work. He did cot spend more than 
two months in school, but studied diligently 
from books end the world about him to gain 
his education. He applied his mind and all 
that he possessed to the task immediately at 
hand. Only a short time precedi'^t' li-s de;ith 
did he stop his experimen':/ v. -v., ij, ins- 
proved what had been bestowed upon h;m and 
kept nnrelentleaslj' at what hs tiyiag to 
secompllsh.

Thus, it may tie seen that there 
were too few students rcceivmg 
gradai falling in the so to 100 
group. However, the middle group 
la well distributed. A commend- 
a^ fact is that there are some- 
what fewer in the lower ZO*", than 
the average. This is a favorable 
sign according to tlie personnel 
office, since the most failures m 
academic work are predicted from 
this grotip. Tliis shows a gain 
over last year when the lowest 
20*^. exccdecd the standard ex- 
pectation. 

Since the upperciassmen taking 
the test had had the advantage of 
one or mon yeara of college work, 
the results could hardly lie aver- 
aged with those of the freshmen.

wUeh then save war to tbe aooc 
of the eanary. Bowevcr be never 
managed to sine wttti the (dear 
trill of the true canarr note. 

Finally the experimenter was 
rewarded by obtatnmfr I'^o young 
sparrows, who after nine months, 
not only mimiced the canary's 
b:.; a!.s.o were able to adjust 
;heimcives to either the song of

successful ingathering of tileir 
first harvest in the new worid.

In the past there has been moeh mimindcr- 
Handing regarding what one pledged herwlf 
to do l>y the signing of the Honor Code. Some 
girls hesitated about signing the honor code 
because they felt that it burdened them with 
the responsibility of promising never to break 
B college government rule and to report any 
fellow student whm Huf kacw kad violated 
a regulation. 

The intaipntatiim placed 190a the rigning 
of the honor eede by the preeideiit o{ the Col- 
lege OoTemment Aaoeiation ia that by placing 
her name to the hoDor code a student aignifiea 
that she will endeavor to nphold the ideala 
and purposp<i of the association and that she 
will be on her honor in regard to cheating, 
lyinc and stealing.

iUthough Monday is not usually 
a very busy day at the main desk 
in the Mvn'-y >• proved to be one 
of th' bil l" • nl the month of 
Noverobfr on the 30lh. Two hun- 
dred and seventy-three books were 
checked out of the library on that 
day. This Is the largest number 
of books checked out on any Mon- 
day of this scho(d year and the 
third to the largest checked out 
on any day In November. The 
other two record days were the 
day bdon Armistloe when stu- 
dents and faculty carried 330 
books to their rooms to read and 
tbe ITtb when tbcy took »4., 

Of ttao two bundled and atean- 
ty-tbrae books diednd out an tba 
1Mb, ana waa'ag canaral nature, 
two on pbnaaopby, tan on religion, 
togtv-nlna on adsnca. two on lan- 
■nafe, flttaai on admce. twenty- 
one on uaatnl arts, five on fine 
«r«a,flfl»an atarature, thirty- 
anmcabMatjr and lavd. «bn on 
t d in i ai i ti, and CBtsMibie on fic- 
tion. The students chocked out 
233 of the books, and the faculty 
took the remaining forty. This 
was the largest number of books 
that the faculty had taken out in 
any one day during November. 

Saturday proves to be the day 
when most books are taken out 
accordmg to the records. The day 
before a hoUday is almost always 
the biLsiest of the week for the 
librarian at the main desk. How- 
ever, on the day before Thanks- 
glviiig fbis year only 131 books 
were taken out. Seventy-three 
of these books were fiction. 

One hundred and twenty-nine 
books was the smallest number 
checked out from the stacks m a 
day in Noremt>er. Three hundred 
and twenty was the largest num- 
ber. The total number of books 
taken from the mam desk In No- 
vember was 4S4>. Of these. 3141 
were non-ttotlbn and 8M ware flc-

The ground In It Is covered with 
bedding straw and mangers along 
the side provide places for extra 
food when the pastures tjecome 
too dry.

Because of the drought the 
dairy cows are now given the 
tnal winter ration, which 
dally consista of 275 poimds of 
aat bran at Hi a ton, 275 
poonds of corn at $15 a ton. 375 
pounds of cotton seed meal at 
tas a tan. aoo pooDda of anallaaa 
at $S a ton. and MO pennA at 
hay at $ao a ton making a total 
dally feed bUl or tas*. 



Some of this feed, however. Is 
grown on the ccllege farm, and 
•e of the rest Is prepared there, 
effecting a further saving. Love 
said, for instance, that he has 
never bad to buy bay. and at the 
present time he has In the feed 
storage bam about T& tons of it 
baled. In this bam. also, is the 
machine with which the college 
grinds Us own eogn— biak. car 
and an — Into a oom mash, and 
grinds its velvet beans. 

In pits outside the bam the 
college also prepana its own In- 
aUate, 110 tons of it In the three 
ptta, cacb at wbtob la U faat 
deep. Ensilage Is made from com 
grown on the college farm and 
chopped In the coUega's own mill. 
The com stalks and can are cut 
Into pieces while green, dumpeo 
Into the alios, sealed with sand, 
and allowed to age and become 
slighi 1y fermented. Tbe nsnlUng 
ensilage is com ag ttRbsat ac- 
cording to Love, wbo even nibbled 
at it himself. 

These feeds — enaOaie, inra, 
bran. meal, and bay — an tben 
compounded lo give the cows 
concentrates, carbohydrat es, and 
proteins. In the proper propor- 
tion. StiU other food elements 
come from the pasture grass and 
from velvet beans. 

The ISO gallons of milk, aver- 
aging 5 per cent buttcr-fat. pro- 
duced from this feed. If bought

Christmas was not ceiebraied 
for some tUne after the death of ! 
Clmst because of a Jewish feeling | 
against the celcbraticn of any 
birthday. This gradually disap- 
peared, and as Christianity 
spread. It enveloped many pagan 
celebrations and adapted them to 
the worship of Jesus. 

Its missionaries targlit the 
Romans to celebrate this day m- 
«cead of the festival of Saturnalia 
whicii originally lasted from De- 
cemlier 17 tu the 24. and included 
the winter solstice. Saturn had 
been the oldest and most benign 
of tlieir deities and ruled during 
the CWMen Age, so they were mj 
gay at t*Js time and many pres- 
ents were exctianged. 

At first, tlie Cluristians attempt- 
ed to make their celebration en- 
tltdy ndrituaL U wii the oU 
PKan ettstonii whteb gave the 
ebeer and Joooameaa to tlie oc- 
CkSlon whiA has ao great a part 
in the n rod em nhnrvanff of the 
day. 

Rgruca Tmntu. 
This was true In ngaid to Oit 
northern barbarlaiis as ml! as 
the Romans. With tbem. Christ- 
mas had to i o pla i» the! Tute 
festival, and In doing so. It took 
over the mstanMi adherent to the 
outer holiday. Tja missionaries 
tound that It m< necessary to al 
lev-- this before Christmas would 
be aocepted. 

In medieval times, Christmas 
was a time of feastlnc and merry- 
making. November was the hunt- 
ing month in preparation for the 
Christmas mld-wlnter feasting. 
All work was suspended, and 
everyone nioiecd. Tbh naebed 
such end* that the ilse of the 
Piulialaiiti Md Uwir disappnivai 
of an wtorkny things almost 
threatened the existence of 
Christmas. 

Abolishes CiLzsaaTxoH 
In England, the Round Head 
Parliament of 1643 abolished tills 
day as well as saint days and 
other iioHdays. The Puritans also 
tried to keep down the holiday in 
America for a time but were un- 
•Bccessful. 

The old tune limits of dalst- 
mas made it more a seaaoft-than 
a day. Church recognition lasted 
(rom the first Sunday in Advent, 
about four weeks before Christ- 
mas, to Christmas day. Popular 
celebration began on Christ mr.s 
Eve and lasted until Twelfth 
Night on January S. the day of 
the thr> e wisemen. 
' Many countries have special 
Christmas customs which their 
people carefully observe. Those 
m America have been a mixtiu'e 
of those Irpm European nations. 

The Christmas tree ii more a 
German custom tllan any other, 
and is one ol the most recent de- 
velopments of Christmas spirit. It 
had very slow growth until the 
last 100 years In spite of the tact 
that the idea of decorated trees 
goes back to ancient times. 
RoKsKs HoNoa Bacchus 
The Romans used to hang 
masks on pme trees for Bacchus. 
Arabians htmg fine clothing and 
women's ornaments on date 
palms. In India, artificial trees, 
sometimes even made of gold and 
gems, /ere used in celebrations. 

It Is tLought that the use of 
decorated (rees at Christmas time 
comes from the old legend that' 
fmst trees talogmed the night 
that Christ was born. Ttees were 
taken nside to make them bloom
